William  Parker  was  born  in  Boston  in  1755; 
22  years  later,  he  enhsted  and  became  part  of 
the  Revolutionary  War  effort.  His  monthly 
"salary"  was  $6.66.  Most  notably,  he  stayed 
alive  to  endure  and  survive  the  hardships  of 
Valley  Forge.  When  he  returned  home,  he 
married,  fathered  two  sons  and,  at  some  point, 
moved  to  New  Hampshire.  He  lived  on  what 
was  known  as  Parker  Road,  off  Woodward 
Pond  Road  to  the  east.    Parker  Hill  is  behind 
the  original  site  of  the  Parker  home.   He  was 
87  years  old  when  he  died  in   1842.  His  wife, 
Mary,  died  in  1830.  The  Homestead  was 
eventually  sold  to  Rueben  Phillips  by 
WiUiam  Parker,  Jr. 

In  1777,  there  were  approximately  18,000  men 
of  fighting  age  in  New  Hampshire.  The  1st, 
2nd  and  3rd  New  Hampshire  Regiments 
consisted  of  between  1000  and  2500  men,  and 
they  probably  fought  the  hardest  and  longest. 
The  1st  NH  Regiment  served  continuously  for  a 
period  of  8  years  and  8  months  -  the  longest 
of  any  Revolutionary  Regiment.   Men  not  at 
Valley  Forge  were  engaged  in  highly 
successful  (and  dangerous)  privateering. 
When  ail  was  said  and  done.  New  Hampshire 
was  the  only  state  of  the  original  13  not  in- 
vaded by  British  forces  during  the  Revolution.

As  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  the  Roxbury  cemeteries  contain  a  good  deal  of  "history" 
and  it  is  our  combined  responsibility  to  preserve  them  in  the  best  possible  manner.     In  the 
Spring,  Jay  Blanchard  from  The  Keene  Monument  Company  will  assess  the  restoration 
needed  so  we  will  have  a  better  idea  of  what  can  be  done  to  repair  or  rebuild  the  stone 
monuments  in  our  cemetery.  We  will  also  begin  making  a  list  (and  doing  a  little  research) 
of  the  NH  Veterans  buried  in  our  cemeteries.  Again,  we  thank  Steven  Yardley  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  cemetery  grounds.   In  June,  he  will  continue  with  his  efforts  to  spread 
loam  and  level  out  some  of  the  sunken  areas. 


The  Cemetery  Trust  funds  continue  to  be  invested  with  the  Bank  of  New  Hampshire  and 
MBIA  -  the  NH  Public  Investment  Pool.   The  combined  Kingsbury,  Davis  (2),  Nye,  Clark, 
Eveleth,  Philips  and  Roxbury  Cemetery  funds,  now  in  individual  CD's  with  the  Bank  of  NH, 
earned  an  interest  total  of  $12.26  from  May  to  December,  2002. 


There  are  tJaree  Capital  Reserve  Funds  with  MBIA:  Roads,  Re-Value  and  Fire,  ATV.  These 
accounts  earned  $127.19,  $29.59  and  $31.56  respectively,  for  a  total  of  $402.09  for  the  year. 
The  MBIA  accounts  include  the  Cemetery  Trust  and  the  Robert  Pyne  Trust.  The  Cemetery 
trust  earned  a  total  of  $35.79  during  2002  and  the  Pyne  Trust  earned  $177.46  for  the  year. 
Other  funds  held  by  the  Town  in  the  Bank  of  NH  "Pool  Plus"  (see  below)  are  for  a  Police 
cruiser,  the  Fire  Dept.  ATV.,  18  Roads,  Re-evaluation  and  a  town  tax  map. 
The  appropriate  forms,  as  required  by  the  State  of  NH,  were  reviewed  by  our  Town  Auditor, 
Karen  Cota  and  mailed  to  the  Attorney  General's  Office  by  the  March  1st  deadline.

Monadnock  Regional  School  District 
Fiscal  Year  2003-2004 


Highlights  and  Milestones 

The  Monadnock  Regional  School  District  (MRSD)  has  had  an  exceptional  year  during  my  first 
term  of  service.  From  an  academic  standpoint,  the  District  has  made  significant  progress  in 
curriculum  development,  faculty  performance  assessment  and  breaking  new  ground  in  tapping 
educational  resources  and  developing  new  learning  opportunities. 

From  a  financial  standpoint,  we  should  be  proud  of  our  District's  educators  and  administrators. 
Working  together,  we  have  operated  this  past  year  under  the  constraints  of  $1,193,517  in  budget 
cuts.  Further,  we  have  eliminated  a  one  million  dollar  budget  deficit  ($954,893  since  June  30, 
2002)  that  threatened  the  financial  integrity  of  our  schools.  Now,  moving  forward  we  are  a 
district  operating  in  the  black,  with  virtually  no  debt.  This  notable  achievement  has  been  so 
complete  that  we  have  changed  our  mission  as  a  Board  from  one  of  attaining  financial  integrity 
to  one  that  can  now  focus  on  striving  to  achieve  the  best  possible  education  for  our  children. 

Another  exceptional  achievement  this  past  year  is  the  granting  of  a  $10.8  million  "No  Child  Left 
Behind"  grant  from  the  federal  government  to  the  MRSD  which  will  be  paid  out  over  the  next 
five  years.  To  put  this  landmark  in  perspective,  we  were  the  only  rural  district  in  the  entire 
country  to  receive  this  award  this  yearl  The  funds  will  enable  us  to  expand  our  curricular 
offerings,  improve  our  faculty  development  programs  and  increase  the  degree  of  choice  students 
have  in  selecting  courses  throughout  the  Cheshire  County.   This  accomplishment,  coupled  with 
our  stellar  financial  performance,  has  put  our  District  on  the  threshhold  of  becoming  the  "cutting 
edge"  District  that  other  districts  throughout  the  state  and  region  will  use  as  their  public 
education  model. 

The  final  highlight  of  the  year  is  the  Board's  decision  to  offer  our  constituents  the  opponunity  to 
vote  for  and  approve  a  new  high  school.  This  is  a  long-overdue  decision,  and  one  that  comes  at  a 
uniquely  opportune  time 

This  school  is,  first  of  all,  sorely  needed.  The  existing  situation  is  untenable  as  the  Sr-Jr  High 
School  is  woefully  overcrowded  -  to  the  point  where  educational  opportunity  has  become 
compromised  and  our  kids'  ability  to  get  an  optimum  education  is  increasingly  degraded  -  as  our 
own  Dan  Stockwell,  the  school  principal,  will  attest.  A  good  example  is  that  7*  and  8*^'  graders 
only  receive  9  weeks  of  physical  education  per  year  since  the  facilities  are  used  to  over-capacity. 
Without  citing  the  hundreds  of  justifications  for  a  new  school,  suffice  it  to  say  that  we  need  this 
school.  If  we  approve  it,  the  architects  -  that  we  have  already  chosen  -  can  open  the  doors  in  the 
Fall  of  2005.   At  this  point,  we  will  also  effectively  gain  a  new  middle  school  in  the  existing 
facility  for  6-9    graders.  We  as  a  Board  and  Administrative  Team  urge  all  voters  to  step  into  the 
ftiture  and  vote  for  this  new  high  school.   The  essential  tax  impacts  follow  below.

I.  Operating  Budget 

The  proposed  operating  budget  for  the  upcoming  year  is  $26,229,120.  This  is  about 
$960,000  over  the  '03-'04  default  budget,  or  an  increase  of  3.8%.  (If  the  proposed 
budget  is  defeated  in  Article  2  on  March  1 1,  the  default  budget  becomes  our  operating 
budget  by  law.  The  bulk  of  the  increase  represents  salary  and  wage  increases  for  teachers 
and  support  staff, which  were  deferred  due  to  the  aforementioned  deficit. 

n.         Capital  Expenditures 

Due  to  the  new  high  school  proposals,  new  warrants  for  capital  improvements  to  existing 
facilities  address  deferred  and  code-related  repairs.  Requested  fijnds  here  are  already  in 
our  capital  reserve  accounts  and  they  will  not  affect  your  taxes. 

m.       New  High  School 

Capital  Costs 

The  projected  total  principal  cost  of  the  new  high  school  is  $28  million.  This  cost 
includes  all  interior  furnishings,  fixtures,  equipment  and  supplies  needed  to  open  the 
doors  to  students.  Of  this  amount,  the  State  pays  55%  of  the  principal,  or  $15,400,000. 
Thus,  we  pay  $12,600,000  and  the  interest  on  the  bond. 

Your  tax  impact  on  the  bond  is,  on  the  average  over  20  years,  equal  to  $1.70  per  $1,000 
of  valuation.  Thus,  for  example,  if  you  own  a  $150,000  home,  your  average  impact  is 
$1 .70  X  1 50  =  $255  per  year.  In  the  initial  years  the  impact  is  higher.  Assuming  a 
$100,000  home,  the  annual  bond  costs  would  be:

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest  Ranger 


Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New 
Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department 
to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are 
mandatory  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and 
surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire 
permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail,  plus  suppression  cost. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning  (RSA  125-N).

CLOSING 

I  would  like  to  take  a  minute  and  provide  you  with  a  little  insight  about  the  new 
equipment  and  direction  of  the  police  department.  As  all  of  you  are  aware,  the  United  States  of 
America  has  encountered  one  the  worst  tradgedies  in  its  history.  The  terrorist  attacks  on  the 
innocent  people  of  this  great  country  caimot  be  talerated  and  law  enforcement  is  on  the  front  line 
of  defense  on  the  local  level.  A  great  deal  of  changes  will  occur  during  the  next  few  years,  for  all 
of  us,  which  will  directly  affect  the  pohce.  We  will  do  our  best  to  keep  up  with  the  changes  and 
the  towns  needs,  so  please  bare  with  us  because  your  assistance  and  cooperation  will  be 
appreciated  and  needed. 

One  of  the  big  changes  is  the  dispatch  center.  The  sheriffs  department  will  be  taking 
over  the  local  police  dispatch,  in  an  effort  to  improve  police  communications  in  Cheshire 
County.  This  change  will  mean  that  all  of  the  town's  existing  mobile  and  portable  radios  may  be 
extinct,  except  for  the  crusier.  The  new  radio  system  will  be  a  digital  radio  communication 
system,  which  means;  only  digital  radios  will  operate  on  the  system.  In  the  near  future  new 
portable  radios  will  have  to  be  obtained,  to  insure  officer  safety  and  increase  poUce 
communication  efficiency.  The  police  dispatch  telephone  number  may  also  change. 

During  the  last  years  budget  committee's  public  hearing,  I  realized  that  there  was  a  great 
deal  support  for  the  police  department  to  upgrade  its  inventory  and  purchase  town  owned 
weapons  for  police  work.  In  doing  so,  I  organized  a  federal  grant  through  the  US  Attorney's 
office,  which  was  made  available  by  the  Department  of  Justice.  This  is  a  four-part  grant  that 
recognizes  a  potential  problem,  develops  a  solution,  and  arranges  the  means  to  correct  or  enforce 
it  and  then  implement  it. 

Part  1 :  Purchase  transportation  to  patrol  and  protect  Class  six  roads.  Federal  Dam  & 

Keene/Roxbury  Water  supply. 
Part  2:  Supply  communications  for  officers  (purchase  3  portable  radios)  DENIED 
Part  3:  Supply  police  department  weapons. 
Part  4:  Supply  reimbursable  patrol  money. 

As  you  can  see  the  entire  grant  was  supported  by  the  Attorney  Generals  Office,  except 
the  communications  part.  New  radios  are  being  disseminated  by  the  State  Police,  through  the 
Sheriffs  department,  and  for  that  reason  it  was  denied.  The  Town  of  Roxbury  Police  have 
requested  three  (3)  digital  portable  radios  from  the  Sheriffs  Department,  with  a  suggestion  that 
we  may  be  in  line  for  two  (2),  according  to  the  Sheriff. 


I  would  again  like  to  thank  all  the  towns'  people  for  their  continuing  support  of  the  Police 
Department.  The  Department  is  in  good  standing  and  is  in  comphance  with  all  state  standards  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  at  this  time.
